Loose smut (s found in practically
every wheat fleld. It is most serious
in the southern winter wheal section—
southern Missourl, southern Hlinois,
southern Indiana, southern Ohio,
southorn Pennsylvania, Muaryland, Vir-
ginia, IKentiicky and Tennvssee,
Throughout this genernl area the an-
nuul losses range from 3 to 3 per cent.
In many Individual fields losses of 15
to 20 per cent are known.  Outside
of this genernl region the damage due
to loose smint ranges from ahout 1 to
= per cent.

Bunt, vr stinking smut, also is found
In the different wheat-growing arens
of the country, Commonly, the dam-

nge done by this smut Is from 1 to 3|

per cent of the crop.  Freguently,
however, flelids show which
range from from 20 to 40 per cent.
Severnl flelds have heen destroyed In
which the damage smounted to 50 or
even 80 per cent.
How to Distinguish Smuts.
Loose smut shows up most strikingly

The disensed plant is found to
have the kernels and chaff replaced by
a blnck, sooty mass of dustlike par-
tieles. These dust-like particles, the
spores of the smut fungus, begin to
blow from the diseased bend soon af-
ter the latter emerges from the bhoot.

A good ratlon for growing young
heifers would be a mixture of about
equnl parts of ground corn, onts und
barley, with about ane pound per head
per duy of cottonseed meal and ollmeal
added, and all the clover hay they
want. This should bring the heifers
along in fine shape.

It con-
tinues 1o grow within the tissues of
the wheat plint amd forms its spores
in the place where the healthy kernels
shionld be developed,

Control of Loose Smut.

Loose smut Is very difficnlt to con-
trol bechuse the fingus Is inside of 1he
seotl which Is sown and hetice ean not
he rencled by ordinary chemienls with-
out  killing the wheat embryo, The
digsease, however, ean he controlled by
the so-ealled hot-water treontment. The
method involves soaking the seed grain
In cold water for 4 tao 6 hours. 1t is
then dipped in hot water at a tempera-
ture of 120 degrees Falirenheit for 10
minutes;  the seed should then be
spread ont to drey.

It is very important that the water
he kept ot the exact temperature and
the seed hmmersed for just the cor-
rect perlod of thue, If the water i-«'-:
allowed to get one or two degrees |
above the temperature indieated, or
the time prolonged beyoud the 10 min-
utes, considerable Injury to the grain |
will result.

The hot-water treatment, on account |
of its difficulties, ‘Is not practicable on '
the average farm. One must have
an accurate thermometer and facilities
for keeping the temperature of the wa-
ter constant,  This can be done quite
ecasily where steam Is avallable,

Some progress I8 being made in de-
veloping central treating plants where
adequate focllities are avallable for
carrying out the treatment. The farm-
er brings his grain to this plant and
an expert looks after its treatment,
In those =ections where lovse siul I8
particularly destructive, it would seem
advisable for the eounty agenis to
develop the centrnl treating plant
wherever possible,

The Control of Bunt.

Bunt, or stinking smy, is readily
controlled by the use of formaldehyie.
A simple procedure 18 to place 1 pint
or 1 pound of ecommercial formualde- |
hyde In 40 gallons of water. The seed
|t be treated should be freed as much
| ns possible from smul balls and other
| foreign matter, snd should then be dip-
|]u't| in the folmaldehyde solution and
| kept there about 10 minutes. During
this period the sack shoulid be raised
and lowered so as to stie up the grain
and get 1t thoroughly In contact with |
the solution, After treatment the |
[ grain should be spread out to dry and |
then sown ns Soon §s possible,  One
pint of formaldehyde =olution, dis-
golved in 40 gullons of water, s @l
clent to treat abont 40 bushels of seed
grain,

Another method of applying the
solutlon 1s to spread the grain to be |
| trented on a clean floor, and by menns
of # sprinkling can sprinkle the solu- |
tion over the grain, The grain should |
be shoveled over In order to get the
solution well In contact with the grain,
The solution should be applied at the
rate of about one gallon to one bush-
| el of seed grain, The geain should he
piled up and covered with sacks or
canvas and left for two or three honrs,
It should then he spread out to dry
and sown a8 goon as poessible,

After treating the grin, great care
must be taken not to place It on a |
floor or In sacks which are contawmi- |
nated with the bunt gpores, or (o sow
It in o deill which is eontnminated.
